As per the orders contained in the G. O. read as first paper , the 
handicapped pupils of schools and institutions indicated therein are eligible 
for a monthly boarding allowance of Rs. 35, an annual dress allowance of 
Rs. 30 and an annual school requisites allowance of Rs. 5 at L. P. 
School level, Rs. 10 at the U. P. School level and Rs. 25 at the 
High School and other levels. Government are now pleased to order 
that the above allowances be enhanced and fixed as follows with effect from 
the academic year 1970-71 .

Dress allowance 

Rs. 40 per pupil per year 
School requisites allowance Rs. 10 per pupil per year at the L. P.

AWARD 
By Order No. G. O. Rt. 1319 /69/LSWD. dated 19-6-1969 of the Labour 
and Social Welfare (H ) Department the Government of Kerala referred the 
following industrial dispute for adjudication of this Tribunal. The only 
issue referred is the following : 
" Reversion of Sri O.Sankaran and Sri R. Raghavan and Reduction in 

their salary ." 
2: Notice was issued to both parties and the union appeared and filed 
their statement before this court. The management at the first instance did 
not come to the court and they were declared exparte . Subsequently the 
President and Vice- President of the Society representing the management 
appeared before this court and they took notice of the proceedings and on 
this basis their exparte order was set aside. On this particular day the 
union representatives were absent and the union was declared exparto. But 
after the calling work the union was represented and they filed their state 
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ment and on the basis of the same the exparte order was set aside. There 
after notice was ordered to be issued to the management and on that date 
also the management was absent. Registered notice was ordered to be 
issued and the same was received by the management. On that date also 
the management did not take care to appear before this court and so they 
were declared exparte and the matter was posted for exparte evidence. 

3. The union s case is that O. Sankuran was working as the Secretary 
having 27 years ofservice to his credit. At the time when he was drawing a 
salary of Rs. 301 as secretary he was reduced to the position of an accountant 
with a so lary of Rs. 237.50 per month. The other employee was working 
as a senior clerk with a salary of Rs. 237.50 and by a memo he was also 

the post of a clerk on a salary of Rs. 194. The union s case is 
that these two orders are arbitrary and there was no notice and no oppor 
tunity was given to these workers to show why their position should not be 
reverted. These two workers have tendered evidence as WW1 and WW2 
and they have marked Exts . W1and W2. 

4. WW1 would say that he was working as secretary till 20-12-1967 and 
on that day hewas given Ext.Wi by which he has been reverted to the post 
ofaccountant and the salary has been reduced from Rs. 301 to Rs. 237-50. 
The other aggrieved worker is WW2 who was formerly working as an 
accountant. He was reverted as senior clark and his salary was reduced 
from Rs.237-50 to Rs. 194. The documents produced would show that 
these two persons are reverted. Regarding the salary there is no document 
except the statements and oral evidence tendered by these two persons. In 
the 

contradicting the evidence of these two 
witnesses I find that the management has arbitrarily 
workers and their wages have been reduced . It is conceded tba 
from which they are reverted are already filled up position now 

is not to be disturbed . But they are entitled to get the wages they 

formerly . So it is hereby ordered that the management shall 
allow them the scales of pay they were drawing prior to their reversion and 
shall pay the wages at Rs. 301 to Sri O. Sankaran and Rs. 237.50 to Sri 
R. Raghavan with effect from 20-12-1967 in that scale. The management 
shall also pay the arrears. 

I pass this award on terms specified above and this award shall come 
into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government 
Gazette .
